crew of a _ lightship—like that of 

policemen—is not a happy one. But 
certainly the men on board the Kish, the 
boat marking the north end of a sandbank 
which runs southward for nearly fifty miles 
of the coast of the counties of Dublin, Wick- 
low and Wexford, are better off than many 
other lightship men—at least they get plenty 
to read when the weather is fine. 

Twice each day and twice each night the 
Royal Mail steamers engaged on the crossing 
between Dun Laoghaire and Holyhead pass 
the Kish lightship, and its swinging beams 
and booming fog signals guide the navigators 
safely past the dangerous bank, and so to 
port. It seems fitting, therefore, that the 
officers of these boats engaged on regular 
passages across the Irish Sea should express 
their thanks in some manner to the men of 
the lightship, and they do so by delivering 
newspapers and magazines to them. 

Reading matter left on board the ships by 
passengers and that contributed by the 
officers and crew is gathered up and made 
into a parcel on days when the sea is 
erage calm to allow the men on the 
Kish lightship to put off in the lifeboat to 
collect their “ mail.” Some people who are 
not good sailors might disagree as to what 
a ‘‘reasonably calm day ” is, but the mail 
boat crews and the men on the lightship have 
very definite opinions on the matter, and 
seem to be in agreement.

The pareel of reading matter is tied up in 
many sheets of old newspapers, but, strangely 
enough, without any oilskin or other water- 
proof protection.

The 
steamer does not lose a single revolution 
of its engines during the work 
of delivering the parcel—the mails must not 
be delayed—and while it as still driving 
forward on its wav to Holyhead the signai 
man on the lightship flags, in the semaphore 
code, his message of thanks to the officers and 
crew of the steamship and bids them God- 
speed on their journey.

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THE TAILORING 
TRADE. 


A FAR-REACHING 
DECISION, 


A new step is about to be taken by the 
employers and workers in the tailoring trade 
in the Dublin area : 

Some weeks ago strike notices were served 
upon the management of two Dublin clothing 
factories by the No. 6 Branch of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers’ Union be- 
cause of the fact that some of the workers 
in these factories were not members of a 
trade union, 

In making a case for the postponement of 
the notices the Irish Wholesale Clothing and 
Cap Manufacturers’ Association promised 
that they would hold a meeting and arrange 
a conference between the representatives of 
the employers and the workers. The matter 
was then taken up with the clothing trade 
group in the Dubhn Trades Union Council. 

The Association has now accepted the prin- 
ciple that all workers in all clothing factories 
in Dublin are to be members of a trade 
union. 

This very far-reaching decision has been 
communicated to the trade unions, and it is 
understood that the clothing trade group in 
the Dublin Trades Union Council will meet 
next week to discuss ways and means of 
putting the proposal into operation.

MANCHESTER 
MARKETS’ REVIEW. 


VALUES WELL MAINTAINED, 
From Our COMMERCIAL CORRESPONDENT, 


While there have heen no really very 
marked features of interest to note in the 
provision trade during the past week, with 
one or two exce)tions, values of most com- 
modities have been fairly well maintained. 
The Danish official quotation for butter has 
this week been wired three kroner higher, 
and ““‘ top ” now stands at 138 kroner per 100 
kilos, At the corresponding period of last 
vear the figure was 180 kroner, and in 1932 
228 kroner. A fairly steady tone has pr 
vailed in both Continental and Colonial 
makes throughout the week, and available 
supplies move steadily into consumption ab 
present low prices Shipments of New 
Zealand and Australian show no signs of 
diminishing; in fact, the quantities on 
passage from those countries to the United 
Kingdom continue in excess of last year's 
corresponding figures. Declining production 
is now fairly general throughout Australia 
and New Zealand, but is still on a heavier 
scale than a year ago. In the Argentine rain 
is badly needed in the dairying districts, and 
this is having an adverse effect on production. 


BACON RISE CHECKED. 


It would appear that the upward movement 
in bacon has been checked for the time being. 
Demand for all cures has been on.the quiet 
side throughout the week, and in some cases 
sellers showed a disposition to grant con- 
cessions to induce business, Irish bacon con- 
tinues quietly steady on light supplies, and, 
while no official change was made in ('on- 
tinental at the weekly meeting of the Mun- 
chester Bacon Committee, it was decided to 
reduce the price of English 2s. to 3s. per 
cwt. Spot pricgs for Irish continue nominal, 
but it is interesting to compare to-day’s 
prone of Continental meats with those ruling 
ast year. Danish is now quoted 93s. to 
103s., as compared with 57s. to 63s. ; Swedish, 
89s. to 97s.. against 5ls. to 56s.. and Dutch 
87s. to 96s., as compared with 44s. to 50s. per 
cwt. at the corresponding period of last year. 
Owing to present supplies being barely suffi- 
cient for the demand, it is somewhat uncer- 
tain whether imports of bacon into Great 
Britain will be further restricted as from 
March Ist. On the other hand, there seems 
to be some likelihood of the Danish quota 
being raised by some ¢wo per cent. Although 
the season for Australian eggs is practically 
finished, Irish, English and Continental sup- 
plies have been larger. Buyers show a dis- 
position to act cautiously, and sellers have 
found it necessary to reduce prices to effect 


sales. 
LIVE STOCK, 


At the Manchester Cattle market on Tues 
day, although most classes of live stock wer 
shown ir. larger numbs, the increase could 
hardly be described as very substantial. A 
good inquiry was reported for best fat cattle. 
which were harder to buy, and selected lambs 
were also slightly dearer. Supplies to the 
Manchester Pig market also showed a slight! 
increase. The good demand which has been 
in evidence during the past few weeks was 
maintained, and prices for most descriptions 
are still at satisfactory levels. At the Man 
chester Dead Meat market, although a good 


Í trade was experienced in most departments 


during the early part of the week, there was 
a rather slow finish. Home-killed lamb was 
firm and dearer, but there have been vo 
really very marked fluctuations in other 
descriptions.

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Irish Folk Songs. | 


I'have just received a very interesting 
little book, which was published recently 
in Leipzig. It is entitled, ‘| Volkslieder 
aus dem lTrischen und Diinischen,”’ The 
first nine poems in this pleasant little an- 
thology are German translations of the 
most well-known of the Irish) folk-songs 
which Doctor Douglas Hyde collected and 
edited many years ago. (It speaks 
volumes for the quality of the German 
translation when I say that it comes very 
near to giving us all the naive simplicity 
of the original. Take this verse from the 
opening poem :— | 

** Mein Schmerz isc das Meér. 
Le ist so weit. | 
Zwischen dir und mir liegt es, 

tief und breit,’’

poems translated from the Irish. The 
rest of the book is devoted to translations 
from old Danish ballads, and, while they 
make most interesting reading, I am uot 
qualified to speak on their merit, The 
distinguished ‘translator of this interest- 
ing anthology is Doctor Kate Muller- 
Lisowski. She lives outside! Berlin in 
the famous Oranienburg-Eden, Both she 
ani her hushand can. be classed among 
the most loyal supporters of that brave 
little colony who succeeded in |transform- 
ing a wilderness into what must now be 
called an earthly paradise. ‘‘Eden ’’ is, 
in truth, no misnomer. This is not her 
first venture into translation. - Some years 
ago she published two volumes of trans- 
lations of Irish. Fairy Tales. which were 
nlso previously collected and|edited by 
Doctor Hyde. By the way, I think that 
Dr. Hvde's name is as well |known in 
Germany. ás it is here. Doctor Miller- 
]Lisowski was a former pupil ol Professor 
Julius Pokorny, whose reinstatement 
into the chair of Celtic in the Untver- 
sity of Berlin is a matter of great satis- 
faction” to his numeréus friends in this 
country.

If a strange appear- 
ance can draw hundreds of sight-seers to 
Inverness in the middle of winter, why not 
to Kerry in May or Wicklow or Connemara 
in August? Of course, in this kind of 
achievement there is a great advantage in 
being first in the field, and it would require 
someone with an instinct for what the 
Americans call “ Ballyhoo’’ to arrange the 
monster’s time-table, so that his appear- 
ances might take place under the most 
suitable conditions.

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An “at home” was given in Dublin by 
the.

In Sweden there 
was a recognition of the need for peace- 
teaching in the schools and colleges, and a 
grant of £1,500 was given by the Govern- 
ment to societies which promoted these 
This sum. was. distributed annually 
among four or five peace societies.

MR. SHAW TO HAVE 
THE LAST WORD. 


GOOD FARE AT DUBLIN 
CINEMAS. 


From OUR CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


Bernard Shaw's plays, will be pro- 

duced on the screen shortly by an 
American company, with Katherine Hepburn 
in the leading part. The dramatist, who 
announced some time ago that he would never 
let Hollywood make film versions of his 
lavs, has thus relented for the second time ; 
for it was recently stated that “ The Devil's 
Disciple’ is also to be “produced at Holly- 
wood. In addition to these ‘‘Arms and the 
Man ” and “He Lied to her Husband ”’ have 
already. been filmed by British companies. 

It is probable that Mr, Shaw's: acute sense 
of publicity, rather than any belief in the 
future of the cinema, *s responsible for this 
liberal attitude. Most dramatists and nearly 
all- cinema enthusiasts are highly suspicious 
of filmed plays, the dramatist because his 
work ig nately changed beyond recognition, 
and the others because the ‘iveliness of the 
ordinary film is not there. Mr, Shaw, 
however, is Inckier than most playwrights, for 
his position is so strong that heecan dictate 
to even film magnates. We may be quite 
sure that he will allow no adaptation what- 
ever, and that ‘‘St. Joan," apart from a little 
compression, will be just the same as the 
stage version. ‘‘Arms and the Man,” by all 
accounts, nearly drove its producer to despair ; 
for the relentless Shaw could hardly be 
persuaded to sacrifice a line of his dialogve 
or to realise that screen requirements are 
sometimes different from those of the theatre. 

From Mr. Shaw’s point of view, this is a 
very satisfactory state of affairs. He has 
the opportunity of reaching a public hundreds 
of times larger than that which he could 
count on in the usual way, and he can 
ensure that no garbled version of his work 
will be presented to it, There is a difference 
between the two arts, however, and although 
he need not be avitre of it, the public is 
bound to realise it, in time. The slowness 
which was perceptible in ‘‘Arms and the 
Man “ will be doubly*noticeable in the others: 
for ‘‘ Arms and the Man ” is more full of 
action than most of Shaw’s plays. To take 
one example in “ St. Joan,” the trial scene 
with its immense monologue is an essential 
part of the play, and, on the stage, is highly 
dramatic. On the screen, however, it could 
not possibly succeed, and. if it is omitted, 
the play is spoiled. It will be surprising if 
“St. Joan’’ does not prove again that a 
good play is not the same as a good film. 


IN DUBLIN AND DISTRICT. 


Diana Wynyard, who will be remembered 
as the heroine of ‘‘Cavalcade,’’ plays the 

rincipal part iv ‘‘ Men Must Fight,’’ at the 
Savoy.

May 
Rdbson's acting is remarkable, and the rest 
of the cast combine well.

Janet Gaynor displays her well-known 
charm as an Irish colleen in “ Paddy, the 
Next Best Thing,’’ which is on view at the 
Metropole.

“HOSPITAL AND SLUM 
PROBLEMS. 


people to hospitals, Mr. Frank Crawley, 

President of the Royal College of 
Surgeons in lreland, when presiding at the 
150th Charter Day dinner of the College in 
the College Hall, St. Stephen’s Green, Dublin, 
last Saturday night, said that Scotland had 
perceived what a tremendous power there was 
in an aeroplane ambulance service, and asked 
why should this country lag behind. 

‘The President was proposing the toast of 
‘‘ Properity to Lreland,’’ following the toast 
of ‘‘ The King,” which was duly honoured. 

He reminded his hearers that, at the Charter 
Day dinner last year, he had said that in the 
larger towns—for example, Cork, Galway and 
Dublin—in his personal opinion there should 
be an amalgamation or federation of hos- 
pitals ; for it was generally admitted that the 
economic unit for a hospital was one of 500 
beds. . 

Here in Dublin most of their hospitals had 
from 120 to 160 beds. If they could federate 
or amalagmate the three hospitals of 160 beds 
they were approaching their economic unit of 
500 beds. . : 

Another provision must be allowed for in 
contemplating any new hospital building, and 
that was more private beds. There could be 
no doubt that the general public were becom- 
ing quite awake to the fact that it was a 
wise thing to go where all the modern com- 
plicated machines | necessary to modern 
medicine were likely to be tound, together 
with the men who could work them. It was 
impossible, even if the sweepstakes continued 
to flourish—and he sincerely hoped, for the 
hospitals’ sakes, that they would—to contem- 
plate the thorough equipment of each small 
hospital as it should be equipped, and staffed. 
They could, therefore, amalgamate or

the better way. The tendency of modern 
medicine was team work. 


COUNTRY HOSPITALS. 

Rumour, ever a lying jade, had it that 
throughout the twenty-six counties many 
small hospitals were to be built. Presumably, 
they would each have one or two medical 
men attached to them, and paid a salary. 

“H this be the case,” said the President, 
“TI definitely state my opinion—that the pro- 
gress of medical science will be put back 
fifty years in Ireland. And even worse: the 
treatment of the patients must be ineffective 
in many cases. For, as I have said, team 
work is the driving tendency in modern 
medicine. Make no mistake, I personally 
know many excellent physicians and surgeons 
in the smaller towns in Ireland, and these 
towns may thank God that they have such 
able members of the medical profession to 
look after them. But no one looking at the 
trend of modern medicine, the expensive 
mechanical equipment of an up-to-date hosp!- 
tal, the large number of trained medical men, 
the large number of trained assistants which 
is necessary properly to carry out that team 
work—no one, Í say, can hope to equip and 
staff a hospital in a small country town so 
as to fulfil the standard of a modern 
hospatal.”' ' 

Always, he continued, he hoped that there 
would be the general medical practitioner. 
Nine-tenths of the medical cases could be 
efficiently dealt with by the general medical 
practitioner, but, if he had to call in outside 
assistance, he would need to “have it as full 
and as free as possible. It was not necessary 
to add that if they were to have small hospi- 
tals scattered about over th: country, in his 
opinion, they shoulJ b> of the cottage hospital 
type. And if they could get rid of the 
twelfth century Duchy mind which appeared 
to be so prevalent at present, the sick people 
would benefit enormously. 

Referring to means of tran-port, the Presi- 
dent said that Scotlanc had perceived what 
a tremendous power thre is in an aeroplane 
ambulance service. “Why,” he inquired, 
‘should we lag behind? Why should we not 
have a wide outlook? Why should our sick 
be handicapped unfairly ?”’ 


THE SLUM PROBLEM. 

What, he further asked, filled their: hospi- 
tals? The slume, h-ganswered. He knew, 
he said, that the Corporation, under the 
enthusiastic guidanc- of the Lord Mayor, was 
making strenuous efforts to get rid of the 
slums. They all hoped that the slums would 
soon be a thing ot the past, but it occurred 
to him that it was very little use to build 
new, clean houses and put into them tenants 
who for generations had contracted habits the 
reverse of sanitary. In truth, they had never 
had a chance of contracting any other habits. 
The Dutch were building what were called 
half-way houses, which were allocated to the 
inhabitants of the wors: slums. -After a time, 
when those inhabitants had shown that they 
could appreciate a more luxurious home, and 
when their behaviour warranted it, they were 
moved on to the better-clas. ho se. e was 
sure that their slum-clearing authorities knew 
all about these half-way houses, but he had 
secn no mention of them in any of the daily 
prints, 


“ APPALLING SITUATION.” 

The Lord Mayor, responding, said that the 
Free State could not absor’ all the students 
going out of that College. There were news- 
paper reports of new factories, but educated 
people found themselves in this country at a 
dead end. 

Dublin to-day was faced with an appalling 
situation. People were coming in from the 
“country, and thousands of houses were needed 
for the people already in the slums. 
water sonsumption of the city was virtually 
double what it had been five years ago. 

The farmers of the country, he said, must 
get a chance. 


THE NEW FELLOW. 

Proposing the toast of “ Our new Honorary 
Fellow' (Mr. William Myles, F..R.C.S., 
london), the Chairman said that always the 
Reyal College of Surgeons’ had been jealous 
and sparing in the election of its Honorary 
Fellows.

GENERAT, O’DUFFY’S 
SPEECH. 


From Our Reporter. 
MALLUOW. Sunday. 
A LARGE and enthusiastic public meet- 


lug under the auspices of the United 
Ireland Party, the largest yet held in 
the County Cork, was held in Kanturk to- 
day in brilliant sunshine. Large numbers of 
young men wearing blue shirts and young 
women wearing blue blouses travelled by ‘bus 
and car and special trains from the surr¢und- 
ing country. 

An attempt was made to stop a special! 
train from Tralee by removing a rail near 
Farranfore and cutting the telegraph wires. 
The damage was discovered in time to prevent 
an accident, and the train arrived, but some- 
what behind time. 

On reaching Kaniurk the Blueshirts formed 
& procession almost a mile in length and 
marched through the town, and when General 
O'Duffy mounted the platform he was greeted 
with loud cheers. When the “ Soldier's 
Song '' was played by the Rosscarbery Blue- 
shirts’ Band, the gathering reeted their 
leader with right hands uplifted. 

There was a large force of Civic Guards on 
dntv, and soldiers were held if reserve. 
Their services, however, were noí required, 
as the meeting passed off without incident. 

Dr. Collins, Kanturk, who presided, said 
that the purpose of General O'Duffy's visit 
was to tell them how to rid the country of 
the gang that was running it at, present. 

Mr. Daniel Vaughan, ex-T.D., said that 
General O'Duffy did not want to become a 
Dictator, and would accept majority rule at 
the next election. Mr. de Valera would not 
accept majority rule, because he wanted to 
become a Dictator. 


GENERAL O’DUFFY’S 


General O'Duffy, who received an 
thusiastic reception, said that was 
twenty-sixth public meeting, but that was 
the best meeting of all of them. 

“Our poetic patriots,’ said General 
O’Duffy. “ are making a fine hash of the 
country’s affairs. They tell us that they are 
winning the economic war. It is time for 
them to win something, if onlv to relieve the 
monotony of their failures. But their story 
of economic victories reminds me of war 
bulletins, which annihilate the forces of the 
enemy without effecting any appreciable ad- 
vance. The Government are wiping out their 
antagonists week by week, but the war does 
not seem to be won yet. 

“We have now over 95,000 unemployed 
persons in the Free State. A couple of 
months ago we had the assurance of the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce’ that 
unemployment had reached its peak point, 
and would show a consistent decline there- 
after.”’ 

** Circulars advocating —- Communism,” 
General O'Duffy stated, ‘‘ are being freely 
distributed amongst our Catholic people with- 
out any hindrance, while Blue Shirts are 
being hela up and searched, and prosecuted 
and jailed for possession of documents deal 
ing with our 100 per cent. Irish youth move. 
ment. How many Communists have been 
held up and searched for blasphemous anti- 
God documents ?”’ 

“Our headquarters in Parnell square and 
in Stephen's Green, and in Cork, have been 
closed. Why is the Communist College in 
Eceles street not closed?” 

General O'Duffy went on to refer at length 
to statements made by Mr. Sean Moylan, 
Fianna Fail 1.D. for North Cork.

| 3,000 NEW HOUSES 
FOR DUBLIN. 


SEVEN MILES OF ROADS. 


Three thousand dwellings are to be erected 
at Crumlin by Dublin City Corporation in 
pursuance of their slum-clearance scheme. 
Tenders will be invited in a few weeks’ time 
for the erection of the first batch of 600, and 
the programme provides that the entire 


sible period. 

The arrangements were indicated by the 
City Manager at a meeting of the Dublin 
Corporation Housing Committee. He said 
that he had arranged for the immediate 
development of the 200 acres area included 
in the Crumlin scheme. Seven miles of roads 
and pathways would be constructed, with all 
necessary drainage services. The 3,000 dweil- 
ings were to be of the cottage type, the 
majority with three rooms, the lesser pro- 
portion with four or five rooms. Each dwell- 
ing would be provided with scullery, hot and 
cold water services, bath and sanitary con- 
veniences, and gardens at front and rear. Sites 
would be set apart in the area for a church, 
schools for boys and girls, a spacious central 
playground, and a shopping mart. 

Tenders for the first contract of 600 houses 
will be invited in the course of the next 
few weeks, followed almost immediately by a 
further 500. A continuous building pro- 
gramme will be steadily maintained to ensure 
that the 3,000 houses will be completed in the 
shortest possible period. _

OBITUARY. 
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THE DOWAGER DUCHESS OF 
HAMILTON, | 


Mary Dowager Duchess of Hamilton died 
on Saturday at Achrannie: Brodick, Arran, 
which had been her home for many years, at 
the age of 81. She had been ill since August. 

The Dowager Duchess was. the mother of 
the Duchess of Montrose, and both the Duke 
and Duchess of Montrose were at her bedside 
during the last days of her illness. ‘The 
Dowager Duchess underwent an operation in 
Lamlash Hospital recently, and, although she 
was removed to Achrannie, her health re. 
mained poor. With the then Duke of Hamil- 
ton, she received King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra when they first visited Brodick 
after their marriage. ‘I'he Duke of Montrose, 
who had invited a large party of guests to a 
luncheon on board the Anchor Donaldson 
liner Letitia, on which he was-to sail on 
Saturday on a Mediterranean cruise with the 
Hellenic ‘l'ravellers’ Club, was unable to 
attend the luncheon, and cancelled his book- 
ing for tha cruise. ‘I'he Duchess, a daughter 
of the seventh Duke of Manchester, married 
in 1873 the twelfth Duke of Hamilton and 
ninth Duke of Brandon, who died in 18965. 
Two years later she married Mr. R, Caimaby 
Forster. 


LORD DE VILLIERS. 

Lord de Villiers died suddenly at Stellen- 
bosch, S. Africa, yesterday, aged 63. Last 
Thursday he was fit and well, and entertained 
Prince George to tea. The title was created 
in 1910, and Lord de Villiers was the second 
Baron. He married a daughter of Mr. 
Justice Koch, of Natal, and leaves two sons 
and one daughter. Lord de Villiers was a

The late Lord de Villiers was born in 1871, 
and was a son of the first Lord de Villiers, 
who was the Chief Justice of the a g of 
Good Hope and first. Chief Just.ce of the 
Union of South Africa, The family has been 
connected with South Africa since the time 
of the Hugenots. He was educated at Clifton 
College, and, except for one occasion, never 
returned to England. He was formerly a 
magistrate, but on his marriage to Miss 
Koch, whose father, a German, was an 
Assistant Judge of the Supreme Court of 
Natal, he gave up his magisterial work and 
took up fruit farming.; His three children— 
two sons and a daaghter—are all in England 
at present completing their education. 


SIR ROBERT GRAVES. 

Sir Robert Windham Graves, who had a 
long and distingnished diplomatic career in 
the Near and Middle Hast, died on Saturday 
at his London home in Albany Chambers, 
Westminster, aged 76. He had a slight ill- 
ness a few days ago, from which he — 
to have recovered, but: on Saturday he had 
a fatal heart attack while bathing. 

Sir Robert’s death recalls a report, which 
gained currency, that about 1905 he was 
offered the throne of Albania, then vacant, 
but a very close friend of Sir Robert told a 
reporter yesterday that there was actually no 
foundation for it. ‘It is a picturesque little 
story,’ the friend said, ‘‘ but it is only a 
romance. ‘That there is really no foundation 
for it is shown by the fact that Sir Robert 
made no mention of it in his recent book of 
reminiscences.’ 

Sir Robert Graves was the yonnger son of 
the late Bishop of Limerick, 


ARCHDEACON SYDNEY JAMES. 

The Venerable Sydney Khodes James, of 
Worcester, the 78 years old Archdeacon of 
Dudley, died on Saturday. Archdeacon 
James became Headmaster of Malvern College 
in 1897, after serving as an Assistant Master 
at Kton College for 18 years, and relinquished 
the position in 1914. He was Senior Chaplain 
to the Thames and Medway Garrison for three 
years during the war, and he became Arch- 
deacon of Dudley in 1921. While at Cam- 
bridge University he was a keen Rugby foot- 
ball plaver, playing for the University AY. 
for three years. He was captain of the team 
in 1878. Rugby football was not the only 
sport to which he was devoted during his 
life, for his recreations included golf, yacht- 
ing, cycling and shooting. He was a member 
of the Royal North Devon and the Royal Isle 
of Wight Golf Clubs and the Bembridge Bail- 
ing Club. 


SIR CLEMENT EVERITT.. 

Sir Clement Everitt, of High Moor, Sher- 
ingham, Norfolk, died on Friday night, aged 
64. 2 

Sir Clement, who was knighted in 1928, 
was a member of the Legislative and Execu- 
tive Councils of the Straits Settlements from 
1922 to 1927. His connection with Singapore 
dated back to 1905. He was a company 


player, and captain of Sheringham Golf Club. 


DR. JAMES HAMILTON. 

The death took place on Friday night last 
after some weeks’ illness of Dr. James Hamil- 
ton, Dromore, Co. Tyrone, who held the ap- 
pointment of dispen:--- medical officer for 
Dromore under the Omagh Board of 
Guardians for a period of fortv eight years.

MR. S. A. BENNETT, 

Mr. Stephen Allen Bennett, for 28 years 
senior Science Master at Campbell College. 
Belfast, died suddenly from heart failure on 
Thursday evening at the home of his brother 
at Burslem. Mr. Bennett was a native of 
Burslem and a cousin of Arnold Bennett, 
with whom he attended the Newcastle-under- 
Lyme Middle School, states Zhe Times. Mr. 
S. A. Bennett went on to the Newcastle High 
School, and then to Queen's College, Cam- 
bridge, of which he was an open and founda- 
tion scholar In 1890 he took his mathe- 
matical tripos and in 1891 his science tripos, 
both with honours, and later graduated B.Sc. 
with Honours at London University. There- 
after he studied at Heidelberg University, 
and was an accomplished German scholar. 
From 1898 to 1926 he was senior Science 
Master at Campbell College, Belfast, retiring 
owing to ill health. For two years, 1920-22. 
he was President of the Belfast Naturalists’ 
Field Club, and in October, 1931, he was 
awarded the club’s commemorative gold 
medal. He is affectionately remembered by 
many Old Campbellians, and he was con- 
stantly in touch with former pupils in many 
arts of the world who had made their mar 

in various departments of science. 


MR. W. B. WHEELER. 

The death of Mr. Walter B. Wheeler, 
which occurred at his residence, The Bunga- 
low, Marlborough Park, Belfast, on Satur- 
day, removes one o the oldest practising 
solicitors in Ireland. <A native of Holywood, 
County Down, he wes n his 74th year.

LOCAL OFFICIALS 
SALARIES, 


NEW STATEMENT FROM 


THE UNION, 


The protest which the Irish Local Govern- 
meilt Officials’ Union forwarded to the Free 
State Government in regard to the Local 
Services (Temporary Economies) No. 2 Bill 
is reinforced in a new statement issned by 
the organisation. 

The statement, after referring to the 
principle of the measure as anjustifed, directs 
attention to the alleged anomalies which would 
be created if it passed into law. It says 
that the hardship in the case of recently 
appointed officials Is particularly acute, 
inasmuch as the salaries attaching to many 
of their posts had been reduced at the time 
of the appointments to forty per cent. of the 
previous figures. 

“These officers have an undoubted 
grievance; for they took the posts at salaries 
which were measured by the diminished 
capacity of the ratepayers, but attaching to 
the positions were duties twice as onerous 
and complex as those which their predecessors 
discharged, : 

“These economies were for the most part 
carried out by the local authority, without 
the instigation or interference of the central 
administration. Why, then, the necessity for 
a bill to reduce remuneration which was 
meant to be at an irreducible minimum?’’ 

A section of the new measure made the 
balniion of the salaries mandatory upon local 
authorities. That this section would not meet 
with unanimous approval was evidenced 
by the resolutions of protest passed 
by the Dublin City Council and several 
other local authorities since January lst, 
when the measure had its second reading. 


CONTEMPLATED SAVING. 


“The Legislature has never before inter 
fered with the matter of salaries for officers 
of local authorities, and the Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health has on 
more than one occasion expressed himself loth 
to dictate to these bodies except on major 
issues. ‘The saving to be effected is so small 
that this matter can only be considered as df 
a very minor nature.” 

The complete estimated saving to the 
central exchequer and the local authorities 
had been given by the Minister as £35,000. 
The statement suggested that the actual 
saving to be occasioned by the economies 
would be little more than a farthing per 
pound of the Free State’s rateable valuation. 

“Many officials, when they entered the 
local service, felt reasonably assured of a 
fixed standard remuneration, ard were 
accordingly agreeable to accept scales of 
salaries much lower than those ruling in the 
world of business. Their salaries are not 
high, and the losses which the measure pro- 
poses they should sustain, would mean a very 
serious embarrassment to officers who had 
incurred -such annual liabilities as those for 
housing, insurance and education, 

“This departure from security,” concludes 
the statement, ' may have very serious reper- 
cussions on the local services; for security is 
one of the corner-stones of public office, and 
a principle which any Government should

LOCAL BODIES TO 
DECIDE.

A proposal that salaries of local officials 
under £300 per “annum = should be exempt 
from the operations of the ‘ocal Services 
(Temporary Economies) Bill is put forward 
by Mr. P. 58. Doyle (U.LP., Dublin City, 
South), who has tabled thirty mendments to 
the Committee stage of this bill, which will 
probably come up for discussion in the Dail 
this week. 

Another amendment seeks the insertion of 
a new section setting out that the Act shall 
only appiy' to such local authorities as may 
decide to adopt it. It is suggested that at a 
special meeting called by the chief executive 
ofhcer within one month after the passing of 
the Act the local authority shall decide. by 
a majority, whether the Act shall be adopted 
or not. In the case of an equality of votes 
the Act shall be deemed not to have been 
adopted. The decision as to whether the 
Act shall be adopted or not shall be a reserved 
function of the Councils of the County 
Boroughs of Dublin end Cork, and the 
Borough of Dun. Laoghaire. 

In anothe- amendment Mr. Doyle proposes 
that the Act shall apply only during the 
financial year 1974 1935, instead of during the 
year 1954, as prescribed in the bill. 

It is sought in two proposed new  sub- 
sections that monies expended by local officials 
in the discharge of their duties on travelling, 
postage, scrivenery, income tax relief, or any 
other purpose, and not repaid by the local 
authority concerned, an agreed “um shall be 
deducted from their salaries for the purposes 
of the Act, 

Another amendment seeks to delete a sub- 
section in the bill which states that any 
deductions from salaries made under the Act 
shall not affect the computation of a 
superannuation allowance or a pension based 
on the full salary. 
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MAURETANIA PASSES 
SEA SERPENT. 


OFFICERS’ DESCRIPTION OF 
CARIBBEAN MONSTER. 


Telegraphing on Sunday, the New York 
Correspondent of the Daily Telegraph says 
that it was disclosed to-day that two officers 
of the Mauretania saw a sea serpent off the 
island of St. Eustatius, in the Caribbean 
Sea, on January 30th. ‘They entered the 
fact in the ship’s log on that day in the 
following terms:—‘‘ Sighted sea monster; 
headed south-west at 1.20 pm.” A sketch 
of the montser appears on the same page. 

Mr. 8. W. Moughtin, the chief officer, who 
saw it first, pointed it out to the semor third 
officer, Mr. J. W. Caunce, who also saw it. 

‘* The monster's head was six feet out of 
the water and two feet across,” said Mr. 
Moughtin to-day. ‘‘The body had a six-foot 
beam, and about forty-five feet of it was 
visible in curves on the surface, and 
apparently there was about twenty feet below. 
Its colour was jet black. I could not see the 


eyes as the creature was facing the other 


way. Before I fetched Mr. Caunce it had 
partly submerged, but Mr. Caunce saw fully 
thirty feet of it.” 

Captain Reginald Peel, the Mauretania’s 
master, said that there was absolutely no 
doubt that the officers had seen a sea serpent.

THE TARIFF POLICY. 


“ The tariff policy,” he said, “ has merits. 
We went a considerable distance ourselves 
in tariffs. Experiments have now been 
tried, some of which have been successful ; 
but the Government’s politica] policy 1s 
cutting the throat of its industrial policy. 
In other words, home manufacurers are 
being encouraged to produce, but the home 
consumer is being steadily impoverished. 

‘“As long as our credit is good—and it 
is good, although it was better—we can 
build factories in every town from Dun- 
dalk to Cork, but when the factories have 
been built and managed and manned, and 
the goods are being produced, there must 
be money in the community to buy these 
goods; and that. money in sufficient 
quantities is not there now because farm 
produce is being sold below cost. That 
situation cannot continue indefinitely, nor 
can any class of our population in the 
towns continue to benefit by a policy 
which beggars the farmer. Our. capita! 
resources, Which alone can secure per- 
manent employment or provide temporary 
occupation, are being dissipated.”? . 

There were signs, particularly with our 
neighbour across the water, that the 
worst of the world crisix was over. The 
Free State had been affected to some 
extent by that world depression, but less 
than most countries in the world owing 
to tne way in which her agricultural 
economy was improved by the last Govern- 
ment and her resources husbanded. It 
was untrue and absurd to state, as had 
been stated, that the present prices for 
our products were entirely due to world 
conditions. 


THE COMMUNIST THREAT, 


Referring to Communism, Mr. Cosgrave 
said that he had not much fear from any 
immediate open onslaught. Such an open 
onslaught would be a grave tactical mis- 
take. But it was not from any such 
open onslaught that the clever propagan- 
dists should look for any success for their 
real aims in this country. They were pre- 
pared to wait; they were prepared to 
disguise their real aims under a much 
more attractive covering—such as ad- 
vanced nationalism, and even a professed 
desire to advance the principles of Chris- 
tianity itself. What gave him most un- 
easiness was that in a few years a con- 
dition of affairs might be in existence 
which would make people a more easy 
prey to these subversive doctrines than 
they were at present. It was through 
the misery and suffering of the peeps 
that Communism could best hope for 
success 

‘‘T do not profess,’’ he continued, ‘‘to 
be able to say with any certainty what is 
at. the back of the minds of the President 
and his Ministers on this or on any other 
matter.

did not próve effective, and, following a 
fusillade of stones, they were forced to use 
tear gas bombs. 


SHOTS FIRED. 


As this did not succeed in restoring 
order, the soldiers fired blank shots over 
the heads of the crowd. 

St. Mary’s Bridge and The Bullring, 
over which the members of United Ireland 
came, was crowded, until the military 
charged across it with fixed bayonets. 

Three Blueshirts who came down Shop 
street were attacked and their shirts torn 
off. Thousands again collected on the 
bridge, and party cries were still to be 
heard. 

The party of Blueshirts, which 
representative of all the branches of East 
Meath and part of South Louth, numbered 
about 300, with a small number of the 
women s section, eventually succeeded in 
marching to the station, escorted by Civic 
Guards. Stones were hurled at the 
marchers as they proceeded up the Dublin 
road, and a number of baton charges were 
again made. Stone-throwing continued 
and more shots were fired. The military 
by this time had proceeded to the Navan 
railway line to see that the train was not 
attacked, but everything at that end was 
quiet. 

After the train departed for Dundalk a 
motor car, conveying passengers to the 
meeting, was attacked in Shop street, and, 
it is alleged, the driver was assaulted and 
the windscreen broken. 


ARMOURED CAR PATROL, 


There was more trouble when the Blue- 
shirts returned from Dundalk at night. 
There were further baton charges by the 
police, and the military again used tear 
gas bombs. 
An armoured car was still patrolling 
the streets at midnight, but the town was 
then quiet. 

About twenty people were injured in the 
baton charges, receiving mainly cuts on 
the head.

READY FOR TO-DAY’S 


GENERAL STRIKE.

ILLIONS of workers in France will 
be on strike to-morrow in answer 
to the call of the General Confederation 
of Labour. 3 
Work in many trades and occupations 
will be brought to a standstill to ‘‘ express 
the sentiment of all honest people— 
workers, peasants, intellectuals, artisans, 
and shopkeepers—who want the end of all 
scandals and the arrest of all robbers.’’ 
It is not expected that any trouble will 
arise out of the strike. 
M. Doumergue, the new Premier, 
appealed to M. Jouhaux, Secretary of the 
Confederation, to call off the strike, which 
had been ordered before the veteran 
ex-President returned to Paris. The 
strike has not been cancelled, but M. 
Jouhaux has promised that there shall be 
no street demonstrations. 
The Confederation has issued an appeal 
to workers to show, with ‘‘calm and 
dignity,’’ their determination to resist the 
‘* Hitlerites of France ” and the ‘‘ enemies 
of democracy.”’ 
‘Strength, orderliness and unshakeable 
resolve,” says the appeal, ‘‘ must be 
the characteristics of the strike.” 
Nevertheless, M. Albert Sarraut, Minis- 
ter of the Interior, held a conference last 
night with the Prefect of the Seine Le- 
partment, the Prefect of Police, and 
representatives of the Military Governor 
of Paris. Measures to deal with possib!: 
cisorders to-morrow were decided on. 
The Bourse will be open, and essential 
services will work normally, but there will 
be no trams, ’buses, newspapers, letters, 
school lessons or hair cuts. The taxicabs 
have already been on strike for more than 
a week. The railwaymen will halt their 
trains for one minute as a symbol of their 
solidarity with other workers. 


TEAR GAS FOR POLICE. 


Paris to-day may be regarded as an 
armed camp, and the strikers will be up 
against Government forces consisting of no 
less than 12,000 regular and 15,000 muni- 
cipal police, in addition to Mobile Guards 
and **spublican Guards, and 18,000 in- 
fantry and cavalry troops who are ready 
for any emergency. 

The strike is a Socialist and Communist 
protest against reaction and Fascism. The 
Socialists, however, will probably content 
themselves with indoor. meetings of protest. 
What little trouble is expected = will 
probably arise from the Communists, and 
it is not anticipated that anything to com- 
pare with last week’s bloodshed will take 
place. 

In every city and town throughout the 
country to-day mectings of workers have 
been held against the “ reactionary 
Government,” the ‘‘ bloodthirsty police,” 
and to celebrate the ‘‘ solidarity of the 
workers.’’ ” 

The demand that tear-gas bombs should 
be issued at once tothe Paris police is made 
to-day by M. August Lefebvre, a Paris 
Municipal Councillor, This is part of a 
general outcry that, if the Paris police 
force had been equipped with sufficiently 
modern methods of defence, the casualties 
in last week’s rioting would not have been 
nearly so heavy. :

SHOCKING affair reminiscent of the 
worst days of the Irish trouble took 

place in Dundalk to-night, when an old 
woman, 70 years of age, and two children, 
were injured by a bomb which was flung 
into a house in Chapel street. 
_ The injured persons are—Mrs. Patrick 
McGrory, and two boys, each aged about 
7 years, named Alexander McDonald an 
Francis Fisher. 
At 8 o’clock to-night a terrific explosion 
was heard all over Dundalk and for miles 
outside it. People saw a great flare of 
greenish light, and then heard the ex- 
plosion. 
Chapel street, where it occurred, is one 
of the most thickly populated streets in 
Dundalk, and the explosion resulted in 
a house being blown to bits and another 
house having its gable-end partially blown 
away. 
Definite information as to what occurred 
is difficult to obtain, but it is stated that 
two men were seen hurrying down the 
street after the bomb had been thrown 
through the window of Mr. Patwick 
McGrory’s house. The house is one of a 
terrace of two-storeyed brick houses. The 
only person in the house at the time was 
an old woman, Mrs. McGrory, wife of the 
householder, who was sitting at the fire in 
the back kitchen. | 
The force of the explosion left a gap 
in the terrace, the front and side walls 
of the house being reduced to débris. 
Jnderneath this débris old Mrs. McGrory 
was found by neighbours and Civic Guards 
who rushed to the scene. She was cut 
on the head and face, and suffered greatly 
from shock. 


THE INJURED BOYS. 


Two little boys who were playing with 
tops on the street in front of Mr. 
McGrory’s house were so badly injured 
that they were rushed to Dublin for 
special treatment, Mrs. McGrory had a 
remarkable escape from death; for every 
brick in the inner walls collapsed around 
her, and the roof hung down, sagging like 
canvas. 

Both boys were admitted to the Royal 
Victoria Eye and Ear Hospital, Adelaide 


road, Dublin. Macdonald has lost 
the left eye and sustained numerous 
cuts on the head and face. Fisher is 


suffering from a four-inch wound on the 
left thigh and numerous minor head 
injuries. The condition of both boys is 
said to be serious. 

Much of the front wall of the house 
was blown out on the street, and the glass 
from the window was scattered over a 
large area. Bedsteads, wardrobes and 
other household articles were pitched out 
on the roadway. 


OTHER HOUSES DAMAGED. 


The gable-end of the house next door, 
which is occupied by Mr. and Mrs. Patter- 
son, was also cut away by the explosion, 
but fortunately no one was in the house 
at the time. Not a pane of glass was 
left intact in several of the houses on the 
opposite side of the street. 
Large crowds were attracted to the 
scene, and Civic Guards formed a cordon 
round the area. 

At the time of the explosion Mr. 
MeGrory and other members of his family 
were out of the house. 
Mrs. McGrory’s son, Joseph, was a wit- 
ness for the State last Thursday in a case 
before the Military Tribunal at Collins 
Rarracks, Dublin, when two young Dun- 
dalk men were sentenced for the armed 
hold-up of Mr. O’Flynn, a, collector for 
the United Ireland Party, who was seized 
and carried off in a motor car while a 
collector in Dundalk.

THE RAILWAY 
DEADLOCK. 


In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes :—The desire of the railway com- 
panies and of the railWay trade unions to 
maintain an effective system of conciliation 
is not in doubt. Nevertheless, the Joint 
Committee has failed to agree upon a 
method of introducing a third party judg- 
ment when either the magnitude of the 
issue raised or the strength of feeling 
roused makes direct agreement impossible. 
The failure is not the consequence merely 
of difference of opinion about machinery: 
it strikes down to principles. The 
machinery that is in question is the final 
Court of Reference for those major dis- 
putes usually related to rates of wages or 
hours of duty which, not settled by nego- 
tiation, would cause a strike. There 
appears to be substantial agreement upon 
the generally satisfactory working of the 
arhag machinery for removing minor 
fractions or grievances, and for securing 
co-operation between management and 
staff. Little grievances can thus be denied 
the opportunity to accumulate or grow big. 
There would appear to be a definite gain 
in making the Railway Staff National 
Council the final court for the hearing of 
relatively minor matters, The argument in 
favour of a very small national tribunal 
is also strong; for, if there has been on 
the National Council a sincere effort to 
reach agreement, then ine possibilities of 
conciliation will have been exhausted and 
the time for arbitration will have come. 
Arbitrators should not include disputants. 
The unions claim representation in the 
final court; they insist on the proceedings 
being in public, and they say they will 
not go to arbitration pledged to accept 
the findings. A working compromise might 
possibly be found in (1) the establishment 
of a Railway Staff National Council or 
Board—for the title does not matter—with 
the status the companies desire, and with 
an understanding that reference to the 
national tribunal will not be hindered on 
defined questions of major importance.

NEW LINERS. 


HOPEFUL OUTLOOK 
IN BELFAST. 


UNION CASTLE PLANS 
FOR FOUR VESSELS.

HE announcement by Mr. Robertson 
Gibb, chairman of the Union Castle 
Steamship Company, in an interview at 
Capetown, that the company will proceed 
without delay to build two passenger 
ships, probably bigger than the Win- 
chester Castle, which is of 20,000 tons 
gross, has been received with lively satis- 
faction in Belfast. where it is confidently 
hoped that the order for the ships will 
eventually be placed with Harland and 
Wolff, who have in the past built most, 
if not all, of the company’s bigger liners. 
It is learnt that no definite order has 
yet been placed, but preliminary inquiries 
have been made, and it is expected that 
progress with the negotiations will take 
place when Mr. Gibb returns to London 
a fortnight hence. oe 
An order for two first-class passenger 
vessels would mean very much more to 
Belfast than the orders recently booked 
for big cargo boats, valuable as the latter 
are. The passenger ships employ in their 
construction large numbers of carpenters, 
plumbers, electricians, bedding and fur- 
niture makers and other operatives, who 
are not needed for the building of cargo 
boats. 


TWO CARGO VESSELS. 


The two latest cf the firm’s big liners— 
the Winchester Castle and the Warwick 
Castle—were built in Belfast in 1930. 
They are each of 630ft. long by 70it. 
beam, and have a gross tonnage of just 
over 20,000. They are designed on ve i 
lines, with cruiser stern and: two low 
funnels, and have accommodation for 756 
passengers in three classes. They are 
driven by two eight-cylinder motor 
engines of tha Harland B and W type, 
developing 20,000 horse-power. 

Mr. Gibb stated that the Union Castle 
Line are also considering the early pro- 
vision of two cargo vessels capable of 
carrying 5,000 tons of perishable, and 
5,000 tons of non-perishable, cargo. It 
is learnt that matters regarding these 
vessels have not progressed so far, and it 
inay be some time before a contract is 
placed. . | 

Previous cargo ships of the fleet have 
come from various: yards on the Clyde, the 
Dunbar Castle—the last addition of this 
class to the fleet—having been built by 
Harland and Wolff at their Govan yard 
in 1930. |

HE French Government will hand to 
the British Government to-morrow, 
Reuter learns officially, a Note concerning 
the 20 per cent. import tax to be imposed 
by Britain on French goods. 
M. Doumergue’s Cabinet decided last 
night that a Note should be sent as soon 
as possible, and experts of the Ministries 
of Foreign Affairs, Commerce and others 
are meeting to-day to decide the terms of 
the Note. | 
France will indicate in the Note the 
measures which she may take c¢gainst 
Britain because of what has been officially 
termed the British ‘‘ discriminatory tax.” 
Experts of the Ministry of Public Works 
will, it is stated, be called in if the ques- 
tion of imports of British coal into France 
is raised. 
The Note, after recalling once more the 
principles: of the French quota policy 
which has led to the present position, wil! 
inform the British Government of the 
measures which France “may be forced 
to take’’ in consequence of the British 
Note regarding the 20 per cent. surtax.

16,000,000 francs’ worth of British imports 
per month out of a total of 160,000,000 
francs’ worth. We are badly repaid for 
the scruples we showed when England was 
passing through delicate moments.”’ 

“AM - all.’ - writes “* Pertinaz,”’ 
“ France imported 2,006 million francs’ 
worth from Great Britain in the first 
eleven months of 1933, while we exported 
1,517 million francs’ worth to Great 
Britain. Consequently, Britain stands to 
lose more than we do. 

An example of the stiffening of French 

opinion is the attitude of the Lyons silk 
industry, which exports annually to 
Britain goods to the value of 300,000,000 
francs, and which has always tried to 
restrain the quota policy of its own 
Government for fear of losing the British 
market through reprisals.

their Lenten Pastorals, which were 
read in the churches throughout Ire-

The Archbishop of Dublin expressed regret 
that intemperance was on the increase, 
particularly among the young of both 
sexes, 


Cardinal MacRory, referring to young men 
who, for political reasons, resort to 
physical violence, says: ‘‘It is 80 
cowardly for armed men to attack those 
who are defenceless; so absurd for 
half-baked or raw politicians to deny, 
to others the liberty of opinion they 
claim for themselves; so injurious to 
the fair fame of the country these 
swashbucklers profess to love, to set 
her before the world as lawless and 
savage.’’ 


The Bishop of Killaloe, declaring that 
Government had its duties as well as 
its rights, states that, if it abuses its 
authority to oppress the people with 
unjust laws and partisan administra- 
tion, the people were entitled to 
ventilate their dissatisfaction, and 
contend for a redress of their griev- 
ances, but always by methods cons 
sistent with the law of God. 


Cardinal MacRory urges the duty of 
fraternal charity. 

‘Because men take different views om 
political questions,” he said, “there 1s 
wrangling and _ bitterness and personal 
enmity and violence and bloodshed and 
murder. Men who not so Many years ago 
stood shoulder to shoulder as loyal 
comrades, and for not a few of whom 1t 
was almost a toss-up when the split 
occurred which side they would join, are 
now arrayed, as it were, in hostile camps, 
Oh! when shall we have sense? When 
shall we learn to differ without personal 
enmity and rankling bitterness? When 
shall we come to realise that there are two 
sides to most big questions, certainly ta 
most big political questions, and that men 
quite as honest and patriotic as ourselves 
may well be found on the side opposed to 
ours / 

“ I know that much can be said by way 
of excuse. I fully realise that a people 
denied freedom for centuries cannot 
reasonably be expected to display all at 
once the broadmindedness, restraint and 
toleration of hereditary freemen. It 
would be a miracle if they did. 


LESS BITTERNESS. 


“ But surely it would not be too much 
to expect less bitterness, less personal 
animosity than seems to exist at present 
from people all of whom are Christians, 
most of them, indeed, Catholics, familar 
with the teaching of our Blessed Lord and 
His apostles on the duty, of fraternal 
charity. 1 have been speaking of offences 
against fraternal charity in thought or 
word. But what is one to think or say of 
those people, mostly young men, who tor 
political reasons resort to physical violence, 
waylaying defenceless men at night, 
or dragging them from their homes and 
savagely beating, or even murdering, 
them? I confess I burn with shame every 
time I read of such an outrage. It is so 
cowardly for armed men to attack thosa 
who are defenceless; so absurd for half. 
baked or raw politicians to deny to others 
the liberty of opinion they claim for them- 
selves; so injurious to the fair fame of 
the country these swashbucklers profess 
to love, to set her before the world as lawe 
less and savage ; above all, it is so opposed 
to the clear and binding teaching of Our 
Divine Lord and his Church to attack and 
maltreat their fellow men. 

YOUNG BULLIES. 
‘What right have these young bullies 
to judge or condemn their neighbours? 
What right have they to hate and male 
treat a brother Irishman who differs from 
them on politics ? : 
Dealing with the observance of Lent. 
the Cardinal said that dancing was obs 
viously opposed to the spirit of the holy 
season. 
‘I say nothing of the ‘ jazz’ dancing,” 
the Pastoral continued, “which by ‘all 
accounts is unworthy of Catholics at any 
season of the year, not to speak of Lent 
nor of all-night dances, except that they 
are a fruitful source of many dangers 
and that it would be greatly for the 
public good if they were abolished. This 
is a matter for Catholic action, in which 
our young men and women can play a 
meritorious and effective part. 


THE CINEMA. 
“As to the cinema, judging from what 
[ hear of it, it is often no place for 
Catholics even outside Lent. 1 under 
stand the pictures are frequently sugges- 
tive, if not indecent, and likely to do 
great harm, especially to the impression- 
able minds and hearts of the young. If 
you would make it a rule, as you ought, 
to boycott all such pictures, they would 
very soon cease to be shown in your town 
or district. ‘Those who cater in these 
things give the public what they think 
pleases. Let them feel in their pockets 
that such pictures do not please you, and 
they will very soon mend their hand. 
Above all, keep your children away from 
the einema until you have reason to be- 
lieve that the pictures are unobjection- 
able." 
In cunclusion Cardinal MacRory said 
“Í again warn and entreat all, both 
clergy and laity, to be vigilant against 
Communism, and see that it finds’ not 
even the slightest foothold among them. 
Remember that, whatever it may vainly

The Most Reverend Dr. Byrne, Arch- 
bishop of Dublin, expressed regret that 
intemperance was on the increase, par- 
ticularly among the young of both sexes. 
Among other causes, he states, one was very 
clear.

heartless master of machine-drilled people 
caring nothing about morality and family 
rights, contemptuous of the indissolubility 
of marriage, prohibiting private property. 

“ Pope Pius XI., in his Encyelical on 
the order, ‘Communism 
teaches and pursues a twofold aim—merci- 
Jess class warfare and complete abolition 
of private ownership—and that it does 
10t in secret and by-hidden methods, but 
openly, frankly and by every means, even 
the most violent. To obtain these ends 
Communists shrink from nothing and fear 
nothing, and when thev have attained to 
power it is unbelievable—indeed, it seems 
portentous—how cruel and inhuman they 
show themselves to be.

PERJURY. 

Dealing with the sacredness of an oath and 
with the grave sin of perjury, the Bishop 
says that he ventures to think that persons 
who are guilty of the sin of perjury do not 
sufficiently advert to the meaning of an oath 
or its sacred nature, and one is of the opinion 
that excellent results would follow if the 
Crucifix were given a prominent place during 
Court proceedings. He warns young men 
against allowing themselves to be ensnared 
into joining oath-bound secret societies. 

Alluding to the making and selling of 
illicit spirits, he says that he does not think 
that it is the very poor who are the chief 
offenders. Not rarely, persons who are in 
the licensed trade can be wily accomplices. 

Naturally, says the Bishop, there is keen 
disappointment over the breakdown of the 
negotiations with the British Government. 
He -continues :—‘‘ Our external trade rela- 
tions in regard to our principal market are 
admittedly abnormal. Such a state of 
affairs, when unduly prolonged, must cause 
grave dislocation, and, necessarily, a good 
deal of hardships to ceytain interests. Were 
the burdens consequent upon this fairly. dis- 
tributed over the people as a whole, one 
might view the situation with greater calm. 
But that is not so. The agricultural | in- 
dustry, ard = particularly the live = stpck 
branch of it, has to bear the brunt of the 
battle. Whether it can withstand the shock 
long enough to have the balanced economy, 
which is aimed at, in full working order, will 
depend precisely on the nature of the pro- 
gramme which the Ministry immediately con- 
cerned may formulate, and on the aid or 
relief that may be forthcoming. 

NEED OF A PLAN, 

“-A plan is undoubtedly required; emer- 
gency measures will not do. lt. is my 
opinion that the financial losses incurred up 
to the present are not the greatest source 
of worry; it is rather the uncertainty about 
the future and the feeling of insecurity, a 
feeling that must have an unsettling effect 
upon any industry, and especially on our 
oldest and our foundation industry. I 
write upon this matter not for the sake of

Parents themselves are often to 
blame. They are sometimes too indulgent 
and often too-severe. If thev do not insist 
on obedience when their children are very 
young, severity will not make them sub-
